La disminución de la mano de 
obra por el control a los inmigrantes, 
el brote de la bacteria E.coli y las bajas 
temperaturas han hecho de éste un duro 
comienza de año para la agricultura en 
California. : 

“El pasado fue un fin de afio muy 
difícil porque no tuvimos suficiente 


"mánode Obra, y ahora el invierno nos 


ha dañado por lo menos un 30% de los 
cultivós”, dijo Jacinto Garimendi, un 
agricultor del valle de San Joaquín. 

Las heladas, que han llevado las 
temperaturas a los niveles más bajos de 
los últimos 50 años, según el servicio 
meteorológico nacional, ya han dañado 
tres cuartas partes de los cultivos de 
cítricos de California y amenazan las 
cosechas de aguacates y fresas, cuyos 
precios se preven aumenten en la próxi- 
mas semanas. 

El Secretario del Departamento 
de Alimentos y Agricultura de Cali- 
fornia, A.G. Kawamura señaló que los 


daños probablemente sobrepasarán los 
causados por las heladas de diciembre 
de 1998, que destruyeron el 85% de 
los cultivos de cítricos de California y 
ocasionaron pérdidas por 700 millones 
de dólares. 

Philip LoBue, Director de Mutual 
Citrus de California,i4a organización 
de cultivadores con 2,000 miembros, 
calculó que hasta el momento los 
agricultores han perdido entre el 50 y 
el 75% de sus cosechas de cítricos por 
culpa de la heladas. 

LoBue también indicó que la 
mayor parte aproximadamente un 70% 
de la cosecha, calculada entre 960 
millones y 1,100 millones de dólares, 
todavía no había sido recogida cuando 
comenzaron las heladas el viernes 
pasado. 

Cerca de un millón de trabajadores 
indocumentados se desempeñan en 
76,500 granjas de California y con- 
forman más del 90% del total de la 


nómina de la agricultura, según datos 
de la American Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion (AFBF). 

“Para nadie es un secreto que la 
gran mayoría de quienes trabajan en 
los cultivos de fresas del área son in- 
documentados”, declaró un agricultor 
que no quiso ser idegiificado. - -.. 

Agregó que el semestre pasado 
tuvieron la mitad del personal que nor- 
malmente trabaja en sus cultivos. 

Las granjas de California generan 
34,000 millones de dólares al año, 
pero si la falta de operarios continúa, 
la AFBF calcula que las pérdidas para 
el estado serán de 3,000 millones de 
dólares al año, pudiendo llegar hasta 
los 4,100 millones. 

Las senadoras demócratas de 
California, Dianne Feinstein y Bárbara 
Boxer, presentaron la semana pasada 
ante el Senado federal un proyecto de 
ley que contempla la legalización de 
miles de indocumentados que trabajan 


en él campo. 

Por otro lado, los brotes de la bac- 
teria E.coli fueron ligados inicialmente 
a la espinaca cultivada en algunas 
áreas de este estado y recientemente a 
la lechuga que se produce en el Valle 
Central. 

Autoridades federales encontraron 
que la espinaca contaminada fue des- 
pachada del Valle de Salinas, en el 
centro del estado. La bacteria ocasionó 
la muerte de al menos tres personas e 
infectó a más de 200 en 26 estados de 
Estados Unidos. 

La Administración de Alimentos 
y Medicamentos (FDA en inglés) con- 
tinúa trabajando junto con las autori- 
dades de salud del estado de California 
y de otros tres estados para dar con el 
origen del brote que también afectó a 
las cebollas verdes utilizadas por los 
restaurantes de la cadena de comida 
tex-mex Taco Bell. EFE

La Cámara Baja, controlada por

Según el Senador Demócrata 
Edward Kennedy esos aumentos 
supusieron una crisis que dejó fuera 
de las instituciones de educación 
superior a unos 400,000 estudian- 
tes.

San Francisco (EFE)— 
Los salarios de las mujeres 
con educación universitaria 
se quedaron estancados en la 
última década, lo que revela que 
la igualdad en el trabajo no ha 
avanzado gran cosa en los últi- 
mos años, afirma un reporte. 

Aunque la Cámara Baja de 
Estados Unidos está presidida 
por una mujer, Nancy Pelosi, 
por primera vez en la historia del 
país; y que al frente de la presti- 
giosa Universidad de Princeton 
está Shirley M. Tilghman o que 
Katie Couric presenta el noticie- 
ro nocturno de la CBS, esto no 
parecen reflejar la realidad de las 
mujeres en Estados Unidos. 

Los datos del Departa- 


mento de Trabajo analizados 
recientemente por el Instituto de 
Políticas Económicas. con sede 
en Washington, reflejan que 
en la última década ha habido 
apenas cambios en la diferencia 
entre los salarios de hombres 
y mujeres que poseen títulos 
universitarios. 

El año pasado. por ejemplo, 
las mujeres entre los 36 y los 40 
años con educación universita- 
ria ganaban 74.7 centavos de 
dólar por hora por cada dólar 
ganado por su compañeros del 
sexo masculino, de acuerdo con 
estos datos. 

Es decir, menos que lo 
que ganaban una década antes, 
cuando la cifra era de 75.7 
centavos. 

Sociólogos y economistas 


no se ponen de acuerdo a la hora 
de definir los motivos que expli- 
can esta vuelta atrás, entre ellos 
la discriminación y las propias 
decisiones de las mujeres. 

El número de mujeres que 
optan por quedarse en casa 
cuidando a sus hijos de corta 
edad ha aumentado reciente- 
rhente, según los datos del De- 
partamento de Trabajo, especial- 
mente entre las trabajadoras con 
educación superior, es decir las 
que más posibilidades tienen de 
ganar salarios altos.

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Enseñan a mujeres 
a acabar con la 
violencia doméstica

Ante el nivel de violencia doméstica en los hogares his- 
panos, varias organizaciones de California se han puesto en 
marcha para informar y asesorar a las mujeres víctimas de esta 
tragedia para tratar de acabar con este flagelo. 

_La Hermandad Mexicana Nacional, la organización 
Mujeres contra la Violencia Doméstica, el departamento de 
policía del condado de Los Ángeles, la Fundación Centro de 
Derechos Humanos y Ley Constitucional (CHRCL en inglés), 
entre otros, han preparado un extenso programa para cubrir las 
diferentes aristas de este problema. 

Según cifras aportadas por MMWR (Morbidity and Mor- 
tality Weekly Report), se estima que el 30% de las mujeres que 
visitan las salas de emergencias de los hospitales han sufrido 
abuso físico por parte de su pareja. El informe indica también 
que la incidencia de casos es bastante similar para mujeres la- 
tinas y blancas no hispanas, solo que en el caso de las primeras 
apenas un 22% de las víctimas lo reporta. 

Gloria Saucedo, Directora de la Hermandad Mexicana Na- 
cional, dijo que uno de los objetivos del seminario es ayudar a 
salir del terror a las mujeres que no se atreven a denunciar a sus 
agresores porque estos las amenazan con quitarles alos hijos o 
hacer que las deporten, en caso de no tener documentos.

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Edwards: The true 
Democratic Candidate?

John Edwards became 
wealthy with his work as a 
lawyer in personal injury 
cases fighting against insur- 
ance companies. In one case 
he won 25 million dollars for 
his client, the highest award 
in North Carolina history at 
the time. Edwards was not 
afraid of going after the legal 
eagles of corporations. 

It seems that he will pick 
up his David-vs.-Goliath role 
in the presidential election. 

The Goliaths seem to 
be Hillary Clinton and tg a 
less extent the other rising 
star Barack Obama. Edwards 
may have figured out a stra- 
tegy to win the Democratic 
nomination by placing him- 
self at the progressive wing 
of the his party. 

It all began after losing 
the 2004 presidential elec- 
tion (he was John Kerry's 
vice-presidential candidate). 
Although he voted for the 
Iraq war when he was repre- 
senting North Carolina in the 
U.S. Senate, Edwards has ex- 
plained that given the lack of 
weapons of mass destruction 
the war was a huge mistake. 
Unlike George W. Bush, 
Edwards admitted he was 
wrong and told the truth. 

Edwards has also taken 
a position that American 
troops need to be withdrawn 
with dignity and leave the 
Iraqis the power and the duty 
to make their democracy 
grow. 

His two potential rivals 
for the Democratic nomina- 
tion had different positions 
on the war although lately 
they have moved in the same 
direction. 

In the primary election 
of 2004 Edwards tried to 
place himself at the center 
of the Democratic Party. His 
current move to the left is 
due in part to the hole created 
_ in the support of organized 

labor. In 2004 Dick Geph- 
ardt got the support of the 
unions. Now Edwards has 
pretty much taken over the 
role by wooing the unions. 
He's visited local unions in 
Nevada which will have the 
primary right after lowa and 
before New Hampshire. He 
has also joined James Hoffa, 
president of the Teamsters, in 
the strike against Wal-Mart 
in Florida. 

Edwards has also spo- 
ken about the need to raise 
the minimum wage and has 
come out in favor of uni- 
versal healthcare. Edwards” 
current positions represent 
the left wing of the Demo- 
cratic Party. Some of them 
might not be popular with 
the average American voter. 
But for now the game is 
to win the nomination and 
off-centered positions are 
probably OK during the 
primary. After winning the 
nomination Edwards would 
in all likelihood do what 
every other candidate has 
done before him—move to 
the center. 

Polls put Edwards at 
number 3 behind Hillary 
Clinton and Obama for the 
nomination but ahead of Ker- 
ry and Al Gore. Some good 
news for Edwards came out 


. 


recently when a poll found 
that in a direct confrontation 
between Hillary Clinton 
and John McCain, the most 
likely GOP candidate, the 
former first lady would be 
defeated. This might give 
pause to Democratic voters 
as they consider nominating 
Hillary Clinton. In so far as 
the other major rival for the 
nomination, Edwards” cha- 
risma would give Obama a 
run for his money. We must 
remember that it was Ed- 
wards’ oratorical skills that 
convinced juries to go his 
way in his legal battles with 
insurance companies. 

Edwards is in some ways 
similar to Bill Clinton. Both 
have working parents, both 
sons of the South, with an 
accent that might not prevent 
Edwards to win some of the 
red states in the South. 

Edwards is a self-made 
man who has fought against 
the rich using the rules set up 
by them. 

To be elected president, 
Edwards will have to do the 
same. He’ll have to collect 
huge amounts of money to 
run a successful campaign. 
If early results in lowa, Ne- 
vada, and New Hampshire 
are favorable, he won't have 
problems. Democratic con- 
tributors will figure out that 
Hilary Clinton is too risky 
and Obama has a number of 
question marks.<>

Bagdad (EFE) — El in- 
forme que la Misión de Asisten- 
cia de la ONU en Irak publicó 
que recogía la cifra de 34,452 
civiles muertos en 2006 por 
muerte violenta, dibuja además 
un panorama muy sombrío so- 
bre la situación de los derechos 
humanos en el país. 

Por ejemplo, asegura que 
470,094 ciudadanos se han visto 
obligados a abandonar sus ho- 
gares desde el bombardeo de un 
mausoleo chií en Samarra el 22 
de febrero de 2006, de los que 
38,766 han buscado refugio en 
Bagdad por miedo a operaciones 
de limpieza étnica. 

Esos desplazamientos de 
población se producen “con 
ataques a gran escala de civiles, 
secuestros, asesinatos extrajudi- 
ciales, distribución de panfletos 
amenazantes, destrucción de 
propiedades e intimidación”. 

De los 30,842 detenidos 
hasta el 31 de diciembre, casi 
lá mitad (14,534) lo estaban en 
centros de la Coalición Mul- 
tinacional, la: fuerzamilitar 
liderada por Estados Uñidos, y 
el informe de la ONU sostiene 
que “no tienen acceso a super- 
visión judicial” y que la mayor 
parte de las prisiones están 
superpobladas y carecen de los 
servicios mínimos. 

La tortura sigue siendo una 
rutina en los centros dependien- 
tes del ministerio del Interior 
iraquí, donde en general no se 
informa a los detenidos ni si- 
quiera de los cargos de los que 
se les acusa, con lo que difícil- 
rhente pueden defenderse. 

De los civiles muertos vio- 
lentamente, el informe sefiala 
que en noviembre y diciembre 
el número bajó ligeramente con 
respecto a los dos meses anterio- 
res, pero aún así sumaron 6,376 
de los que 4,731 perdieron la 
vida en Bagdad, en su mayoría 
por disparos.

La media de civiles muertos 
violentamente durante 2006 es 
de 94 por día. 

La policía iraquí “opera 
sin Órdenes claras y sin un 
sistema de responsabilidad 
interna clara”, y por otra parte 
el imperio de la ley no llega a 
muchos barrios. 

“Para compensar la ausen- 
cia de ley y control, tanto chiíes 
como suníes tienden a buscar la 
protección de milicias y otros 
grupos armados” obedientes 
sólo a sus partidos, cuando no a 
tomarse la justicia por su mano, 
señala la ONU. 

Las operaciones de las 
fuerzas multinacionales “siguen 
restringiendo” el disfrute de los 
derechos humanos y causan 
“graves sufrimientos” a la po- 
blación local, además de limitar 
“el derecho al movimiento y el 
acceso a los servicios básicos”. 
$ Por ejemplo; la continua- 
ción de la violencia y más 
precisamente los ataques a 
la policía, una media de diez 
agentes muertos al día de 2003 
a 2007, ha ocasionado graves 
perturbaciones en el funcio- 
namiento de universidades y 
escuelas, con miles de niños que 
no asisten a clase porque se que- 
dan en sus casas O porque sus 
familias han elegido el exilio. 

Pero es que, además, la 
misma policía y todos los cuer- 
pos de seguridad del estado “es- 
tán minados por la corrupción 
y las divisiones sectarias cada 
vez mayores. La policía iraquí 
se percibe como cómplice, o al 
menos infiltrada por las milicias 
(chiíes) o los grupos insurgentes

raciones”. 

La violencia se ceba mu- 
chas veces en profesionales, 
y entre los más afectados hay 
que contar los periodistas (12 
muertos entre noviembre y 
diciembre), los jueces, los pro- 
fesores, los abogados, los médi- 
cos y los artistas, muchos de 
los cuales están abandonando 
Irak y privando al país de sus 
competencias, advierte la ONU. 
Incluso una profesión tan apa- 
rentemente inofensiva como la 
de los barberos es blanco prefe- 
rente de asesinatos de los grupos 
violentos, que reprochan a estos 
profesionales el hecho de cortar 
las barbas a los hombres, algo 
que según ellos se contradice 
con la usanza islámica. 

Minorías étnicas como los 
cristianos, caldeos, asirios y 
otros, están abandonado Irak 
en masa por la constante perse- 
cución de los grupos extremistas 
islámicos que los fuerzan a 
convertirse al Islam, según el 
informe internacional.

El izquierdista Co- 
rrea, tras tomar juramen- 
to a sus ministros, dijo 
que en este.día, en el que 
él tomó posesión como 
jefe del Estado, ha empe- 
zado una nueva historia 
para su país, en el que 
no sólo habrá “cambios 
cosméticos”, sino que se 
emprenderá “un cambio 
radical”. 

Además, Correa re- 
prochó a algunos asis- 
tentes que protestaran 
cuando tomaron posesión 
los tres ministros que han 
sido ratificados en sus 
cargos y que desempe- 
ñaban las funciones en el 
Gobierno de su antecesor, 
Alfredo Palacio 

Correa dijo a sus 
partidarios que deben

La SRE da a conocer las 
acciones tomadas en torno al 
mexicano muerto en Arizona. 

En cumplimiento de las 
instrucciones del Presidente 
de la República, Felipe Calde- 
rón Hinojosa, la Secretaría de 
Relaciones Exteriores (SRE) 
informa que después de recabar 
toda la información relevante 
del caso, la Embajada mexicana 
en Washington presentó una 
nota diplomática al Departa- 
mento de Estado de Estados 
Unidos, en la que expresa la 
firme condena del Gobierno 
de México por el incidente en 
el que perdió la vida Francisco 
Javier Domínguez Rivera. 

La SRE manifiesta su seria 
preocupación por la recurren- 
cia de este tipo de incidentes y 
subraya la importancia de que 
las autoridades estadounidenses 
realicen una investigación 
exhaustiva que lleve a la plena 
aplicación de la ley y al castigo 
de quien, o quienes resulten 
responsables. 

Así mismo, la SRE informa 
que en seguimiento de las accio- 
nes de asistencia y protección de 
este caso, él 14 de enero pasado, 
personal consular, en compañía 
de un abogado consultor, se 
trasladó al centro de detención 
de la Patrulla Fronteriza en la 
ciudad de Tucson, Arizona, a 
fin de hacer más entrevistas 
con los testigos mexicanos que 
presenciaron los hechos. 

Las entrevistas se llevaron a 
cabo con seis nacionales mexi- 
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canos, incluidos dos hermanos 
del ahora fallecido, quienes se 
encuentran bajo custodia de 
autoridades federales de Estados 
Unidos, en calidad de testigos 
de cargo. 

La SRE instruyó a los Con- 
sulados de México en Tucson y 
Douglas, Arizona, a supervisar 
las condiciones de detención 
provisional en las que se en- 
cuentran los mexicanos antes 
señalados. 

Así mismo, a gestionar los 
mecanismos que permitan que 
la detención sea lo más breve 
posible y que puedan atender en 
libertad el proceso que se llevará 
a cabo. Y, en caso de que así lo 
deseen, garantizar que su repa- 
triación a nuestro país se realice 
de forma expedita, ordenada y 
segura.

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Mexico’s finance sec- 
retary said that government 
revenues may decline signifi- 
cantly if the price of oil con- 
tinues to fall on international 
markets. 

“There has been unease 
over the volatility of the price 
of petroleum, .and it is not 
desirable that prices collapse 
or that we get out of sync with 
the price budgeted” in the 
government’s 2007 fiscal blue- 
print, Agustin Carstens said in 
a speech to industrialists. 

Mexico is among the 
world’s top five oil exporters 
and the No. 2 supplier to the 
United States, and the govern- 
ment here relies heavily upon 
earnings from state-owned 
petroleum giant Pemex to fund 
its Operations. 

Pemex said that the av- 
erage price of Mexico’s ex- 
port blends stood at $41.90 
per barrel last Friday, below 
the $42.80 price assumed by 


officials in drawing up the. 


country’s budget for 2007. 

Crude dipped to $51.21 
a barrel Tuesday on the New 
York Mercantile Exchange, 
its lowest point since May 
26, 2005. 

Carstens, however, said 
he was confident the decline 
will be temporary and that oil 
prices will make up the recent 
losses, telling his audience 
that Mexico’s petroleum sta- 
bilization funds should allow 
President Felipe Calderon’s 
government to avoid any sharp 
budget cutbacks. 

Even so, the finance chief

move away from a budget ’so 
dependent on petroleum rev- 
enues by instituting changes 
aimed at broadening the tax 
base, something the previous 
government tried but failed 
to do. 

He said the 2007 budget 
represents a step in the de- 
sired direction, as it forecasts 


smaller oil revenues based on 
the fall in international prices 
that began last year. 

Along with reducing reli- 
ance on oil money, Carstens 
said that Mexico must prepare 
for a slowdown in the U.S. 
economy, the biggest market 
for Mexican exports. 

The finance secretary 
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stressed thé need to boost gov- 
ernment revenues to pay for 
rising pensions and to defray 
the cost of public investment. 
Without a fiscal overhaul, 
Mexico could end up with a 
budget deficit amounting to 
3 percent of gross domestic
